The letter, dated Oct. 20, 
said the Indian mortality rate 
increased 8 per cent from 1965 
to 1968 


DECREASES OFFSET 

‘Increased mortality 
among young Indians since 
1965 has more than offset 
decreases in infant and child- 
hood mortality and increased 
the standardized Indian death 
rate,"" the letter said. # 


“If Indian infant mortality 
remains cause for concern at a 
rate of 2.5 times. the national 
infant mortality rate, Indian 
mortality between the ages of 
% to 39 years has ranged 
from over three to five times 
the comparable ~ national 
mortality rates. 


“The situation among In- 
dians in British Columbia 
remains in all respects the 


worst in Canada. 

“By contrast; Indian death 
rates and patterns of mor- 
tality in Quebec differ hardly 
at all from’ those of —all 
residents of that province:”

consider the promise of the Just Society, once more 
the Indians of Canada are betrayed by a program 
which offers nothing better than cultural genocide. 


The new Indian policy promulgated by Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau’s government, 
under the auspices of Jean Chfetien, minister of 
Indian. affairs and northern development, . and 
Deputy Minister John A. MacDonald, and pre- 
sented ‘in June of 1969, is a_ thinly -disguised 
program of extermination through assimilation. 
For the Indian to survive, says the government in 
effect, he must become a good little brown white 


man.

The Americans to the soutlr of us used to have 
a saying: “The only good Indian is a dead Indian.” 
The MacDonald- Chretien doctrine would amend 
this but slightly to, “The only good Indian is a 
non-Indian.” 


The federal government, instead of acknow- 
ledging its legal and moral responsibilities to the 
Indians of Canada and honoring the treaties that 
the Indians signed in good’ faith, now proposes to 
wash -its hands of Indians entirely, passing the 
buck to the provincial governments. 


As an Indian writing about a situation I am 
living and experiencing in common with thousands 
of our people it is my hope that this book will open 
the eyes of the Canadian public to its shame.. In 
these pages I hope to~-cut through bureaucratic 
double-talk to show what it means to be an Indian 
in Canada. e

It sometimes seems to Indians that Canada shows more 
interest in preserving its rare whooping cranes: than its 
Indians. And Canada, the Indian notes, does not ask its 
cranes to become Canada geese. It just wants to preserve 
them as whooping cranes. 

Indians hold no grudge against the big, beautiful, nearly 
extinct birds, but we would like to know how they managed 
their deal. Whooping cranes can remain whooping cranes, but 
Indians are to become brown white men. 

The contrast -in the situation is-an-insult to our people. 
Indians have aspirations, hopes and dreams, but becoming 
white men is not one of them,

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Retaliation 


T= MEETING OF NATO DE- 
fence ministers at Brussels has 
drawn up plans for nuclear attack 
on Russia’s Warsaw Pact allies. if 
the Soviet Union should launch’ a 
land assault on Western Europe. 
The strategy is to deter Moscow by 
injuring its satellites, apparently 
with the hope that by avoiding a 
nuclear attack on the Soviet home- 
Jand the latter would withhold a 
nuclear strike against the West. 

This seems, at. least to the 
layman, to be a pretty shaky thesis. 
For one thing it attributes to the 
Russians the very attitude that the 
United States has repeatedly 
emphasized would not be coun. 
tenanced by Washington—that is, 
the situation feared by the United 
States’ European allies, in which the 
West’s great nuclear power would 
hesitate to protect Europe by 
launching a nuclear attack on 
Russia because such) an attack 
would inevitably result in retaliation 
against the United States. 

Now it is argued, apparently, 
that Russia would do what the 
U.S. says it would not do itself: 
hold its fire while its European 
allies “were wiped--out:~And_ these 
Communist targets could be coun- 
tries which had not taken aggres- 
sive action against the West or 
changed their diplomatic status as 
friendly nations. It. would be a 
difficult bombardment to justify—a 
judgment of guilt by association. 

On two counts the strategy 
seems deficient. Either an invading 
Russia would resort -to nuclear 
weapons to protect or-avenge its 
allies, or it would push on with its 
conventional invasion, calculatingly 
ignoring its satellites’ casualties, If 
the world’s safety from a full-scale 
nuclear war hangs on this slender 
thread, we are in danger indeed, 


we 

Timing of the announcement of 
the plan is also open to question, 
with the United States and Russia 
involved in nuclear arms reduction 
negotiations at Helsinki, and amid 
rumors of an East-West conference 
on European security some ‘time 
next year. The NATO plan appears 
in the light of an attempt to 
stampede the Communist satellites 
into demanding restraint by Mos- 
cow. But it could have the opposite 
effect, if the Soviet Union adopted 
the course of reassuring its allies by 
promising. increased armaments or 
instant retaliation in kind for any 
nuclear attack on them. 

Prime Minister Trudeau has 
reiterated that Canada’s policy, of 
phasing out our nuclear role in 
NATO remains unchanged by 
yesterday’s announcement. But 
much of. the Brussels discussion 
dealt with steps to fill in the gaps 
that will be left by Canada’s 
withdrawal of about half its land 
and air contributions to the NATO 
forces in Europe over the next year 
or two. As Defence Minister 
Cadieux said in.a recent statement: 
“The brigade in Germany will drop 
the Honest John nuclear role when 
it is re-configured next year, and 
the nuclear strike role of the air 


element will.-continue only until 
January, 1972.” 
He stressed. that “these are * 


interim. forces.” It is difficult’ to 
escape the feeling that the proposed 
action plan of the Brussels NATO 
ministers is likewise of a temporary 
nature. It is apparently intended 
more as a bargaining counter than 
as a war plan. The major effort of 
the organization should lie in trying 
to guarantee, through negotiation 
with the Warsaw Pact countries, 
that this plan or any other will 


never be needed.

Unreproductive Youth 


HE ACCENT ON YOUTH HAS 
caused uneasiness and a cer- 
tain amount of resentment among 
some older Canadians. Parliament is 
considering lowering the voting age 
to 18. Business advertises with an 
eye on the youth market and many 
radio stations play music directed 
solely at -youth. It seems good 
politics and good business, consider: 
ing that almost 10 per cent of the 
population: was under the age of 
five, 21 per cent under the age. of 
10, and 10 per cent under the age of 
15, as of June 1, 1968. A total of 49 
per cent of -the population was 
under 25, 

But youth = is fleeting. The 
Canadian birth rate has been 
declining since 1959 and it reached 
an-all-time low of 19.4 (per 1,000 
total population). ing 1966. Similar 
statistics have been recorded Jn 
Japan where the birth rate regis- 
tered a steep fall from 32.4 per 
1,000 in 1930 to 19.3 jn 1967. 

Demographers use a yardstick 
called the reproductive rate to 
estimate future population. trends. 
The rate- estimates the average 
number of girls a woman gives birth 
to during her child-bearing years. If 
this national reproductive rate is 


one, it is estimated -that the 
country’s population will show no 
change even after the lapse of a 
generation, If the rate is less than 
one, it means a declining population. 
Japan's rate has been Jess than 
one for the last decade, except in 
1965 and 1967, Canada’s reproduc- 
tion rate is healthier but it declined 
from a high of 1.915 in 1950 to 
1.369 in 1966. If present Canadian 
trends continue we might conceiv- 
ably be in the same position as the 
Japanese, with labor shortages and 
the necessity of providing expanding 
social security for the aged. 
Unknown variables, including 
the future of the “pill,” might 
reverse present trends. With little 
more than nine persons per square 
mile in Canada, excluding the 
Yukon and Northwest Territories, 
we would stay relatively empty with 
a reproduction rate of less thati one, 
especially if prospective immi- 
grants—from countries like 
Japan—are_ staying home because 
of iabor shortages fn their native 
land. If Canada’s population be- 
comes heavily weighted with the 
aged it will be interesting to see how 
today’s-‘youth grown old treats a 
rebellious youthful minority, 


Science in Reyulsion and Revolt 


HE VOICE OF CONSCIENCE 
echoed from the International 
Conference on Chemical and Bio- 
logical Warfare in London late last 
month as scientists of high repute 
placed themselves firmly on record 
regarding. their primary responsi- 
bility. That ultimate responsibility 
is to humanity, they said, not to in- 
dividual national interest under the 
guise of patriotism. 

The stand becomes more impres- 
sive in the light ofthe nationalities 
invoived. Prof. Oganes Baroyan, 
director of the Gamaleya Institute 
of Epidemiology and Microbiology 
of the U.S.S.R. Academy of Medi- 
cine, urged that scientists should say 
“no” to war and to the weapons of 
annihilation, “no matter what coun- 
try we live in, no matter what the 
system of government, my country 
included.” 


Dr. Jonathan Beckwith of the 
Harvard Medical School, honored 
recently for his isolation of a hered- 
ity gene, feels that “the bad far out- 
weighs the good in this particular 
field.” The possibility of genetic en- 
gineering is “more frightening, es- 
pecially when we see work in biol- 
ogy used by our government in Viet- 
nam. and in devising chemical and 
biological weapons.” &y 

Spokesmen from other countries 
agreed that, scientific research 
should not be perverted for military 
purposes. They felt that the time 
has arrived for scientists to refuse 
to become involved with chemical 
and bacteriological weapons. This 
was the voice of the experts on 
whom modern war-makers must de- 
pend. If was a timely and significant 
statement of which more should be 
heard.

Computer Justice

Takeover Issue 


Won't Go Away

EDMONTON—The problem of U.S. investment 


in Canada and the takeov 
is again forcing itself on t 


cabinet. 


\ 

A few ministers are insist- 
ing that the government must 
face the continuing erosion of 
economic independence with a 
clear statement of national 
policy. They are pressing for 
establishment, as a first step, 
of a new agency to: 

@ Keep foreign capital 
under surveillance in order to 
alert the government to pend- 
ing takeovers before it is too 
late to act. | 

@ Coordinate the policies 
and activities of federal 
departments such as finance, 
trade and commerce and 
corporate affairs which have 
different interests in foreign 
business investment. 


@ Ensure that the politi- 
cal question — of preserving 
sovereignty ranks with purely 
financial and economic 
questions when new invest- 
ments and takeovers are 
considered in the government. 

Even this: modest proposal 
is encountering resistance. 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau, an anti-nationalist, 
ts not much interested in 
economic nationalism. 
Bureaucrats naturally fear a 
new agency which might 
encroach upon their depart- 
mental empires. 


For many senior Liberals, 
the battles over Walter 
Gordon's--nationalist policies 
in 1963-1966 were traumatic 
because they split the party 
and nearly defeated the 
government, and they shy at 
the idea of reopening the 
wounds. 

There was, for example, a 
notable failure at. the Liberal 
party's recent policy confer- 
ence at Harrison Hot Springs, 
B.C. to give the problem of 
foreign investment any more 
than passing attention. 

Despite these negative 
pressures, the cabinet is being 
forced to react, however 
reluctantly, to* the economic 
fact of continuing ‘takeovers 
and to the political fact of the 
rise of a New Nationalism. 

Conservative Leader Robert 
Stanfield has already 
responded by criticizing the 
government’s inaction since 
1963 .and. promising, in .a 
recent speech in New York, to 
begin development of effective 
policies fo assert, Canadian 
control over the economy 
where it is essential for 
national policy and pride. 


The New Democrats made 
nationalism the central issue 
of their recent national policy 
conference in Winnipeg and 
the major thrust in their 
appeal for power. * 

Here the other day there 
was an impressive display of 
young Canadian nationalism 
at a two-day teach-in, under 
the explicit title, -The 
American Domination of 
Canada; sponsored by the 
students’ union of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta. 

The Prairies have not been 
fertile soil for nationalism 
which might cut off the U.S,

When Walter Gordon 
attempted a comeback - for 
economic nationalism at the 
Liberal policy conference in 
1966, it was the western 
Liberals who organized: - to 
defeat him.

This: makes. it all the more 
surprising that the handsome

Sixteen hundred chairs were 
Set’ Up in the students* 
cafeteria for the’ opening 
debate on foreign policy, and 
latecomers had to sit on the 
floor, 


The theatre was jammed 
with about 800 students at 
noon the following day to hear 
Melville Watkins, 
leader of the radical left 
within the NDP, develop his 
thesis that Canada must cut 
itself loose from a racist and 
imperialistic U.S. empire. 

There were perhaps 2,000 in 
the cafeteria. that night to 
hear debate among Watkins, 
Gordon and. others. 


At another séssion; the 


students became so caught up 
in a debate about U.S. 
influence in Canadian univer-

sities that they asked for it to 
continue far beyond the ad- 
vertised closing time. 

These were not audiences of 
New Left radicals. As Gordon 
remarked after his debate, it 
was one of the most pleasant 
student groups he has met for 
years. 

But at the end of two days, 
there could be no doubt that 
the overwhelming majority of 
the students who attended the 
teach-in are not only Canadian 
nationalists, but also reject 
the U.S. alliance. 

They are groping for a new 
definition of Canadian values 
and purposes, as opposed to

Forecast for America: 
Lives of Hellish Fear 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. 
Last week’s ‘report from the 
National Commission on the 
Causes and Prevention of 
Violence makes a point that is 
terribly pertinent to the cur- 
rent Senate debate on the tax 
bill. 


The commission headed by 
Dr. Milton Eisenhower, in its 
study of “crime in the 
Streets,"’ the epidemic of 
violence that afflicts the 
major cities and fosters the 
politics of fear, said there are 
only two ways of dealing with 
the problem. r 


Either society “and govern- 
ment will make the expendi- 
ture of public funds needed: to 
combat crime and to elimi- 
nate its causes or Individual 
families will buy as much 
protection for themselves as 
they can. afford. 

*The consequences of the 
choice are enormous-—and the 
tax bill.is an important part 
of the choice, because it 
represents the biggest de- 
cision on national priorities 
Congress will! make this year. 

In its present form (even 
without the ‘additional tax- 
reduction amendments Senator 
Gore is sponsoring) it em- 
bodies a political eompromise 
1o procure a_limited amount 
of tax reform at a substantial 
cost in federal revenues. 


$6 Billion Extra 


The reforms—many of them 
worthwhile - in themselves— 
would bring the government 
something over $6 billion a 
year of extra revenue, when 
fully implemented. At - the 
same time, it is proposed that 
more than $9 billion a year of 
tax cuts be granted.

Magic’ of the Fairy Shrimp 


Apart from the insects 
whieh are the largest and 
most diverse group of all, the 
crustaceans are remarkably 
versatile. Their members 
range in size from pinhead 
water fleas to spider crabs 
with an eleven-foot spread, in 
modes of life from free tiving 
copepods to barnacles that 
parasitize whales, ahd-they 
include familiar forms ° such 
as shrimps, lobsters and 
crayfish, 

Most of them show features 
typical of arthropods, namely 
jointed legs, antennae on the 
head, and gills, but some are 
so modified that they are 
completely unrecognizable 
without intensive study. 

Crustaceans get their name 
from the hard shell or body 
covering which. many of them 
possess, However in the smal- 
ler forms the-sheli is exceed- 
ingly thin and delteate though 
still functional as a protective 
cover, 

* *® * 


The simplest types of crus- 
taceans include fairy shrimps, 
brine shrimps, clam shrimps 


and water fleas but even 
these are highly complex 
creatures. Collectively they 


are called Branchiopods be- 
cause their gills are attached 
to their feet. 

Actually their swimming 
appendages are leaf-like and 
bordered with thin plates to 
make highly efficient breath- 
ing organs especially since 
their constant motion assures 
a steady current of water to 
keep them weil aérated. 

The fairy shrimp which 
appears in local ponds in late 
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winter and early spring is. a 
yood example of the Bran- 
chiopod group. The gifled feet 
are easily seen because this 
creature has the remarkable 
habit of swimming consis- 
tentiy upside down and the 
entire upper surface of the 
bedy presents a ‘fascinating 
rhythmic study as successive 
waves of motion pass from 
tail to head.

The result is an effortless 

movement of the animais 
forward in the water while a 
reverse current carries Oxy- 
gen and food particles be- 
tween the legs toward the 
mouth. ? 
. The head bears two. bulging 
eyes and in the case of ‘the 
male, a pair of sickle-shaped 
appendages for clasping the 
female, The tail is long and 
tubular and ends in a couple 
of tufted projections. 

The whole animal is *beauti- 
fully translucent 86 “that the 


dark contents of fhe gut 
show through the body. Its 
diaphanous appearance and 


slight iridescence of the outer 
eaver justly carn this creature 
the name of fairy shrimp 
Some magic also secms to 
be associated with its history 
because fairy shrimps appear 
mysteriously, often in’ ponds 
where they were not previ- 


ously known, The reason for 


this is that their eggs are 
capable of remaining dormant 


for several seasons during 
which time they may be 
transported from one area to 
another by. winds, birds or 
other agents. When they. fall 
into a suitable habitat they 


hatch almost immediately and 
start another generation, 


A close cousin is the brine 
shrimp which is very similar 
in general appearance but 
which has the ability of living 
in concentrated salt water. It 
abounds in Great Salt Lake, in 
brine vats used in salt works, 


and in certain saline pools 
such as Spotted Lake near 
Osoyoos in the Okanagan 
Valley. 


Iis_eggs,too, are resistant 
to dessication and hatch with- 
in ‘hours of being placed ik 
salt water, consequently they 
are widely used as a source of 
food for young - aquarium 
fishes and other aquatic ani- 
mals held in captivity, The 
sale of eggs and of frozen 
adult brine shrimp is the 
basis for an industry worth a 
half-million dollars per year 
in the United States.

Another well-known member 
of this branchiopod group of 
crustaceans is the water flea, 
Daphnia, so called because it 
moves throughout the world in 
most lakes and permanent 
ponds of fresh water and is 
also a basic food suppiy for 
all types of plankton feeders,

It was all over in 15 min- 
utes. But, after almost 10 
years of research, Admiral 
Pullen says: “The lessons this 
action can teach us in 1970 
are just as important as they 
were in 1813. In the long run 
victory at sea, on land and in 
the air depends. on the human 
factor, 

“Men win wars, and men 
well trained, well-armed and 
well led will keep the peace.” 

The admiral’s research also 
indicates that, contrary to ac- 
cepted legend, Broke’s chal- 
lenge to. Lawrence to come 
out and fight was never actual- 
ly delivered. Broke dispatched 
it all right, he found, but Law- 
rence sailed out to disaster 
before he received the mes- 
sage. 

Admiral Pullen scuttles an- 
other popular belief that the 
victorious Shannon towed her 
prize into Halifax harbor five 
days after the battle. In ac- 
tual fact, he says, the Chesa- 
peake sailed into Halifax well 
ahead of’ the Shannon and 
without assistance from her 
captor.

He died of his burns 
within’ the hour. A number of 
other people were injured, and 
the fire badly damaged much 
of the block. 


Police rounded up a large 
number. of suspects, and when 
I got there later in the day 
there was only a small crowd 
looking at.«the damage—the 
children fearful and excited, 
the adults wondering if it 
might be their turn next: 

Another bomb went off in 
Haifa. the following — night, 
killing a woman. Vigilante 
patrols have now been insti- 
tuted, elderly men armed with 
303 rifles, patrolling the 
streets in the major. cities at 
night looking for bombs. 

This, and the ceaseless 
tightipe along the fronts, is 
the inescapable background to 
the situation in Israel and the 
occupied territories, and- the 
justifieation they offer to all 
their actions and the answer 
they give to every criticism.

Israel officers about allega- 
tions of torture they get two 
answers. The first is that 
‘there is none, if by torture is 
meant the sadistic infliction of 
pain for its own sake, or the 
use of theumbscrews and the 
like. This is perfectly credible. 


Except for the few un- 


avoidable psychopathic indi- 
viduals, the Israeli army and 
police are too sane and 


disciplined for such aberra- 
tions. Real torture is the fruit 
of a corrupt society, and this 
is not a charge that can be 
made against Israel.

The second point the Isra- 
elis make is the argument of 
all armies- the. world over 
when they have to deal with 
this sort-of situation. How do 
you get information when, as 
in Haifa four weeks ago, it is 
vital to find out if yet more 
bombs are ticking away under 
houses full of sleeping people? 

The occupation is now much 
harsher than it was a year 
ago. More people are being 
arrested, more houses are 
being demolished, the atmos- 
phere in Gaza is even worse, 
and the atmosphere-in Hebron 
is almost as bad. 

It is a measure of the 
terrorists’ success. ‘The guer- 
rillas are getting more ef- 
ficient. There is a process of 
natural selection as there was 
in Algeria and -in occupied 
Europe. Inefficient guerrillas 
—the boasters, the careless— 
get caught or killed. - The 
careful survive, or survive 
longer, and do more damage. 

The majority of occupied 
Arabs take no. part in any 
resistance movement, but 


their moral support is total. 
Here again the pattern is 
familiar and inevitable. There 
was a time when the Israelis 
imagined that the hearts and 
minds of the Arabs could be 
won by economic benefits and 
rational arguments for co- 
operation, 


The Arabs agree with the 
economic proposals—tIsracl’s 
expertise has done dramatic 
things to their agricultural 
productivity. But in security 
matters the Arabs are sullen 
and unco-operative, terrified 
of both guerrillas and Israelis 
but in fact cooperating with 
the resistance. 


Arab Silence 


Like all armies of occupa- 
tion, the Israelis follow a 
policy of counter-terrorism. It 
is very much to their credit 
that there have been no 
executions. The English 
hanged terrorists in Ireland, 
Palestine and Cyprus. There 
was always a murderous 
streak in European. imperial- 
ism, but. the Israelis are still 
free of this. Instead, they 
blow up houses. 

Gen. Moshe Dayan visits a 


place and telis the peopie 
politely, in Arabic, that unless 
they help him find a terrorist 
who has murdered an. Israeli 
or an Arab,.their houses will 
be blown up.’ The Afabs 
remain silent and the sappers 
move in. 

I do not find the ~Arab 
silence at all surprising, and 
neither, I suspect, does 
Dayan. The Jewish Agency 
refused to help the British 
round up the Irgun, though it 
disapproved of it strongly. 

The policy is thus a failure, 
as British ‘hangings or Ger- 
man massacres were a failure 
before. A recent incident in 
Gaza-is a-striking proof. 

A misguided Israeli settled 
in. the town and a band of 
terrorists came to murder 


him. There was an interval-of 


several hours before they did 
so (he was away when they 
first called) and they waited 
for him in the street. 

There was pienty of time 
for someone 
warning. No one did so, 
although in Gaza of al) places 
everyone knew exactly what 
would happen if there was a 
murder. The street was blown 
up in retaliation and a large

Since he started operating 
the ranch 45 miles west of Ed- 
monton, Mr. Walkeden says 
he has been fighting a contin- 
uous battle against the weath- 
er, his bank balance and— 
what he refers to in a tone be- 
traying his lack of admiration 
—“civil servants and do-good- 
ers.”

In the preg the _ young 
maie pheasant turns violently 
on other pheagants. Once 
downed, the victim is at- 
tacked by as many as a dozen 
other birds. They eat the 
flesh, leaving only bones and 
feathers. 

“They're cannibals,” Mr. 
Walkeden said. 


For birds sold to hotels he 


gets $5 each. To hunters he 
charges $20 a day, plus $5 a 
bird after the tirst four. 

The birds are raised {fr 
eages and some are let out for 
each hunter. If the hunter 
doesn't get them, the birds 
usually come back to their 
cages at night. 

GOT OLEAN BILL 
In one three-week period, 


Mr. Walkeden sold at least 350 © 


birds. They are feathered and 
cleaned and put in plastic 


bags and frozen before being 


turned over to hotels. 

Recently, Mr. Walkeden's 
pheasants got a-clean bill of 
health after being inspected 
by provincial officials for 
traces of mercury poisoning. 
The hunting season in south- 
ern Alberta was closed this 
year because of high-level 
mercury content found in 
game birds. 

“The inspection cost me 
$106,"" Mr. Walkeden said. 
“Everything in this game 
costs money.

The most aneient sagas 
have similarly contrasted 
mountaineers and plainsmen, 
nomadic tribes, and settled 
populations -living off the fat 
of the land, 

The belief that lack of 
exercise makes people fat is 
well nigh universal. Yet in the 
past two~ decades, on the 
weste=a side of the Atlantic at 
any rate, the role of exercise 
in weight contrel has been 
minimized, -if -not ridiculed. 
Americans, once justly ‘proud 
of being the most vigorous 
and active group in the west, 
are daily absorbing propa- 


ganda advocating prolonged - 


self-enforced starvation as the 
exclusive way of staying “‘in 
shape.”’» 


No Proof 


“Has experimental or clinical 
scicnce actually disproved the 
association -of adiposity and 
inactivity? 

Far from it. Actually, it 
seems actuated, in most 
cases, by a desire to ‘‘push’’ a 
fad diet or a miracle drug; it 
is bolstered by arguments 
derived from , two misconcep- 
tic ma. 

The first erroneous view is 
that exercise requires rela~ 
tively little caloric expendi- 
ture. Were this true, it would 
follow that even high levels of 
physical activity could be of 
only small importance in. the 
balance between calories in- 
“gested and- calories expended. 

Tie second false idea is 
that, at any level of caloric 
intake, an increase in physical 
activity is automatically fol- 
lowed by an increase in 
appetite and is, therefore. self- 
defeating as a weight control 
measure. 


r Up to 6,000 


The first misconception, 
minimizing the cost of physi- 
eal activity, could be avoided 


Results of the cost of 
different kinds of exercise are 
usually expressed in terms of 
an average man of definite 
physical characteristics. 


The cost of walking (in 
terms of caloric expenditure 
over the cost of sitting) varies 
from 200 to 350 calories per 
hour depending on the speed 
for -a 150-pound man; swim- 
ming will consume twice as 
much,’ 

A-caloric expenditure rate of 
500. to $00 calories per hour 
represents a degree of physi- 
cal activity- which can be 
comfortably. endured for. at 
least half an hour by an 
average healthy adult, even if 
he is out of condition. A 
trained man should feel all 
the better after a full hour or 
more of such exercise. 


Depends on Size 


Even more important, it has 
already been noted that the 
cost of activity is dependent 
on, the subject's size. In 
exe’ Rises ‘where’ no ‘heavy 
object; outside. the body is 
moved, the cost of exercise 
increases proportionately. to 
body - weight: If excess body 
weight be such that it impairs 
body movement, the cost of 
exercise will actually increase 
faster than does body weight. 

The proportionality of the 
cést of physical activity to 
weight has another important 
result; any increase of caloric 
intake above the balance level 
will cause far less of a weight 
increase in an active indi- 
vidual than a sedentary per- 
son. 

In-other words, the active 
person will expend some of 
this extra -intake carrying 
about on the tennis court or 
the golf course, whatever fat 
he is storing. 

By contrast,’in the seden- 
tary person, only the: slow 
increase in passive heat-loss 
which foltows-the expansion of 
his waistline, and of his body

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Government ahd the public, he contends, have both 
been outstanding in their ignorance of the plight of 
the native peoples of Canada, in spite of the fact 


Indian_affairs; Gerald Baldwin, a Conservative member from 
Peace River and Frank Howard, the New Democratic Party 
member from British Columbia. 


While a few men like these have worked to build up 
Indian competence and leadership qualities, many more 
through the years have contributed to a disastrous and 
calculated program of leadership destruction. 


The white man’s government has allowed (worse urged) 
its representatives to usurp from Indian peoples our right to 
make our own decisions and our authirity to implement the 
goals we have set for ourselves. In fact, the real power, the 
decision-making process and the policy-implementing group, 
has always resided in Ottawa, in the Department of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development. 


To ensure the complete disorganization of native peoples, 
Indian leadership over the past years and yet today has been 
discredited and destroyed. Where this was not possible, the 
bureaucrats have maintained the upper hand by subjecting 
durable native leaders to endless exercises in futility, to 
repeated, pointless reorganizations, to endless barrages of 
verbal diarrhea promising never-coming changes 


Indeed, the real tanners of hides for the Buckskin Curtain 
are these selfsame bureaucrats. 


To gain insight into the Indian problem, a basic 
understanding of the group. of people. known as bureaucrats, 
civil servants or mandarins, working in the Departmet of 
Indian Affairs and Northern Development (formerly the 
Indian Affairs Branch of the Department of Citizenship and 
Immigration) is necessary. 


These faceless people in Ottawa, a comparatively small 
group, perpetually virtually unknown, have sat at their desks 
eight hours a day, five days a week, for over a century, and 
decided just about everything that will ever happen to a 
Canadian Indian. 


They have laid down the ‘policy, the rules, the regula- 
tions on all matters affecting native. peoples.

Last month six governments 
suddenly banned cyclamates, 
the artificial sweeteners. Then 
news leaked out that Great 
Britain will probably soon 
follow Sweden, Holland, 
Canada and America in 
banning or tightening controls 
on DDT and other persistent 
pesticides. 

Many people are doubtless 
eheering this double onslaught 
against’ the evils of environ- 
mental pollution. Suddenly, it 
seems, politicians have found 
the courage to hit out at the 
increasing number of man- 
made ‘‘poisons’’ in our sur- 
roundings, despite big com- 
mercial interests. 

The truth is less comforting. 
Far from’ being: encouraged, 
this recent double strike 
should make us feel uneasy. 
For in their different ways 
the cyclamate and pesticide 
bans show that we are 
nowhere near achieving a 
sensible, forceful attack on 
these kinds of pollutants 
and may even be moving 
backwards. 

Equally seriously, the cycla- 
mate ban. (and just possibly 
the pesticide ban) will prob- 
ably kill a large number of 


people. ; 
Consider the cyclamates 
first. The avalanche of prohi- 


bitions began in the U.S. when 
bladder tumors. were found in 
rats that had spent all their 
adult lives eating daily: doses 
of cyclamates 50 times higher 
than those permitted with 
humans (allowing~ for 
different body weights).

Yet before one’ concludes 
that by banning DDT, govern- 
ments are striking a brave 
blow for wild life, two things 
must be realized. 


First, in the developed 
countries DDT use has been 
declining sharply for years. It 
is rapidly being replaced by 
less persistent and therefore 
safer chemicals, As a spokes- 
man for an industrial user of 
Pesticides says: ‘‘We don't 
lose any sleep if they ban it 
completely." In other words, 
action has been taken long 
after the main damage was 
done and only when .it was 
very easy to act. 

Second, the well-known fact 
that DDT is the most widely 
distributed man-made chemi- 
cal on earth — it’s found even 
in Antarctic penguins isn't 
due to its use in the developed 
countries that—are—now 
banning it. Most of it comes 
from the tropics, where for 
the past 20 years DDT and 
other persistent chemicals 
have saved-literally millions 
of lives by decimating disease- 
carrying and crop-destroying 
insects. In India alone DDT is 
estimated to have cut the 
incidence of Malaria from. 75

cent about the destruction of 
wild life. But there is a 
lurking danger that the rich 
countries might. follow their 
own bans on persistent pesti- 
cides with pressures on poor, 
tropical countries to follow 
suit.

At present there is little 
chance of this 
because the bans are con- 
cerned with North American 
wild life.

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CIA Bastion in Caribbean

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Falls Prey to Peace Plan

WASHINGTON (WP) — A 
former CIA basstion in the 
Caribbean has fallen to the 
Nixon administration's search 
for peaceful solutions to intér- 
national disputes, 

The particular dispute in- 
volved the United States, 
Honduras, and two tiny is- 
lands called Great Swan and 
Little Swan which the U.S, 
has held since the mid-1$th 
Century and had used in the 
early 1960s to transmit calis 
to the Cuban people to rebel 
against Fidal Castro. 

The U.S. claim to the 
islands, which lie about 100 
miles off Honduras’ north 
coast, had a solid basis: 
Guano, the accumulated drop- 
pings of sea fowl. 

Under the Guano Act of 
1856, U.S. citizens discovering 
guano on unclaimed islands 
could apply to Washington for 
certificates which entitled

\them to collect the stuff and 
sell it as fertilizer. Under the 
same act, the president could 
also claim the islands as.U.S. 
Property, which secretary of 
state William Seward did in 
1863. 

Honduras’s claim, first for- 
mally advanced in 1923, was 
pased on its role as inheritor 
of former Spanish colonial 
properties. Litthe was heard of 
the dispute until 1960, when 


the CIA’s clandestine Radio 
Swan came on the air from 
Great Swan Island. 

That episode is told in detail 
in the 1964 book of David Wise 
and Thomas B. Ross, The 
Invisible Government in a 
chapter titled “CIA's Guano 
Paradise.”’ 


As Wise and Ross 
reconstructed it, the CIA used 
a front called the Gibraltar 
Steamship Corp. .to portray 
Radio Swan as a “commercial 
venture” when it 
broadcasting programs record- 
ed by Cuban exiles in New 
York.

We Must Educate More

A trustee and a teacher made statements this 
week painting up the contradictory nature of 
education financing in British Columbia. 

Jim Campbell, president of the B,C. School 
Trustees’ Association, said 38 of the province’s 89 
school districts will be 
in serious _ financial 
trouble under the ba- 
sic education costs for- 
mula for 1970. 


And in an article in 
the “B.C. Teacher’ 
C. D. Ovans, general 
secretary of the B.C. 
Teachers’ Federation, 
said the school system 
must be run more 
efficiently because 
taxpayers are becom- 
ing less tolerant. of 
rising education costs. 


The dilemma facing 
school boards is that 
they will have to find 
a way of educating 
BUNN more students for less 

= money. 


Ontario Minister of Education William Davis 
said earlier this year if. education costs continue to 
accelerate at their present rate, by the turn of the 
century they would theoretically take up the entire 


provincial budget. 


This week the B.C. government announced the 
instructional unit would-be increased from $11,960 
to $12,990. An “instructional. unit” equals 30 
elementary pupils or 20°secondary students, and the 
total number of units in a district forms the basis 
for calculating the operating budget. 

Campbell said many districts could use up the 
increased grants without even including a pay 
increase for teachers, and districts short of funds 
will inevitably have to ask municipal councils to 
vote extra funds or get ratepayer approval in a 
referendum. 

Last spring seven of nine referendums were 
rejected in districts where school boards wanted to 
go over the allowable budget. 

The only other alternative is for boards to cut 
back education services, with the prospect of 
reduced standards, Campbell said. 


Ovans said in his “B.C Teacher” article 
schools must be operated in a more business like 
manner. 

“If the school system were operated as a 
business enterprise it would be much less wasteful 
of expensive human energy than it is today.” 

He said the provincial government is attempt-

South Africa has no intention of handing over 
administration of Southwest Africa to the United 
Nations, and, in fact, is drawing the territory steadily 
deeper into its administration. 

The relationship which now exists between South 
and Southwest Africa is indistinguishable in practice 


from_incorporation, 


The Security Council had 
resolved that if South Africa 
ignored the Oct. 4 ultimatum, 
it would “meet immediately 
to determine upon effective 
measures” provided by the 
UN charter. 

On Oct. 21, the UN's 126- 
country trusteeship commit- 
tee, by 96 votes to 2 (South 
Africa and Portugal), with six 
abstentions (Australia, Bots- 
wana, France, Ivory Coast, 
Malawai- and Britain) cen- 
sured South Africa for ignor- 
ing the deadline, and asked 
the Security Council to note 
the “deteriorating situation”’ in 
Southwest. Africa, 


But this is as far as the UN 
has been able to go, short of | 
invading Southwest Africa or 
applying sanctions against 
South Africa—measures which 


the Western nations, and 
many others, simply would 
not support. 


Through the years in which 
the Southwest Africa issue has 


been raised at the UN— 
annually since the founding of 
the world body: in 1946, in 
fact—the protesting members 
have made no progress what- 
ever in persuading the South 
African government to re- 
linquish even a fraction of its 
control over the territory.

Its Mark Left on UN Prestige 


South Africa’s “‘obduracy,” 
as it is called, has left its 
mark on the prestige of the 
UN, whose members have 
quarrelled among themselves 
over whether they should 
continually be adopting reso- 


lutions which they cannot 
enforce. 
Britain, for exampie, pe- 


fused to vote for the Oct. 4 
deadline, because. it regarded 
this as a preperatory step to 
a call for comprehensive, 
mandatory sanctions, which 
Britain said were not “prac- 
tical.’”” 
In 1962, the UN sent a 
missjon to Southwest Africa, 
which after a farcical tour 
expressed divided opinions. In 
‘June, 1967, the UN appointed 
an li-member council charged 
with the ‘task of securing 
entry into Southwest Africa 
and administering it until it 
was ready for independence. 
The council tried to fly into 
Windhoek, Southwest Africa’s 
capital, in April, 1968, but got 
no farther than Lusaka, 


Zambia, again in  circum- 
Stances which, if anything, 
detracted from the UN's 
prestige. 


But Southwest, Africa still 
remains a grave international 
issue: A German colony until 
the First ‘World War, it was 
entrusted to South Africa by 
the League of Nations to 
administer under a mandate 
as if it were part of South 
Africa, with the provision that 


South Africa “promote to the "| 


utmost the material and 
moral well-being and the social 
progress of the inhabitants of 
the territory.” 

When the League of Nations 
was dissolved, and the UN 
was founded -in’ 1946, an 
international trusteeship 
system came into existence, 
and the former colonial 
powers were asked to place 
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the-remaining colonies under 
this system. 

The UN wold appoint ad. 
ministrators, and through its 
various agencies would help 
the tefritories concerned to 
deyélop as quickly as possible 
towards self-rule. 

But South Africa, maintain- 
ing that the UN had not 
inherited the league’s power 
over former mandates and 
that its obligations to the 
international community had 
lapsed with the league's disso- 
lution, refused to place South- 
west Africa “under interna- 
tional trusteeship, 

This decision was made in 
1946, and every year the 
debates at the UN on South 
Africa’s attitude have become 
increasingly heated.

TEL AVIV (AP) — An Israeli 
archeologist announced Wednes- 
day he has discovered evidence 
of an ancient people who popu- 
lated the Sinai Desert 6,000 
years ago. 

Dr, Beno Rothenberg of Tel 
Aviv University told a news 
conference the inhabitants flour- 
ished on copper and turquoise 
mining, hunting, fishing and 
making tools. 

They lived in southern Sinai, 
numbered about 5,000 and were 
subservient to the Egypt ~of 
King Suhare in about 4000 BC, 
he said. 

“It is not certain, but they 
probably migrated from Jordan, 
from the east,” he added. 

Rothenberg, whose expedition 
followed Israeli troops into the 
Sinai Desert in June, 1967, when 
the expanse was captured from 
Egypt, says the Israelis carried 
out the most. thorough search 
the desert has known.

Protecting Herbs From Jack Frost 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

While some gardens in the Victoria area are still 
unvisited by frost, othrs haye been completely whitened on 
several mornings, The frosts are likely to stop the growth of 
some of the herbs we would still want ‘to i ‘ 
use in December, but what can be done ~ 
about it? 

Parsley, summer. savory, sweet mar- 
joram and mint lift our winter soups and 
casseroles from the rut.of monotony into 
the realm of artistic creativeness. While 
}they are not easy to grow indoors, they are 
worth an effort at prolonging their 


to grow in pots on the kitchen windowsill. Perhaps in some

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Macdonald Injured 
In Hotel Room Fire | 


By BOB BOWMAN 

It was on this day in 1866 
that--delegates— from —Canada, 
New Brunswick, and Nova 
Scotia began meeting with 
British political léaders in 
London to plan-the final steps 
for Confederation. There was 
some friction. between the 
delegates from the-Maritimes 
and those from Canada be- 
cause the Maritimers had 
arrived in London in July, but 
the Canadians did not get 
there until the end, of Novem- 
ber. 

However, .the delay proved 
to the beneficial because Lord 
Russell's: Whig government 
had been defeated during the 
summer, and now the Tories 
were in power led by the Earl 
of Derby, with’ Lord Carnar- 
von as Colonial Secretary. 

. Years later Carnarvon played 
an important part in Keeping 
British Columbia in Con- 
federation when that province 
was threatening to secede 
because of the delay , in 
building a railway to the 
Pacific. 

There were six delegates 
from’ Canada, led by John A. 
Macdonald, while New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia had five 
each. ‘Their leaders: were 
Premiers Tilly and Tupper. 
While they were making final 
plans with the British, Nova 
Scotian Opposition Le a der 
Joseph Howe was also in 


London trying to prevent 


Confederation. 

Macdonald was elected 
leader of the British North 
American delegates but could 
not attend the meetings for 
several days because he set 
his hotel room on-fire, He had 
gone to sleep in bed while 
reading and awoke to find the

and Galt and Cartier rushed |

Macdonald suffered from 
burns. 

That wasn't the end of 
Macdonald's adventures. He 
had. been a. widower for nine 
years but met Susan Agnes 
Bernard while window shop- 
ping on Bond Street.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
mortality rate of Indians in 
Canada is rising, says a letter 
distributed to regional direc- 
tors of the federal health and 


welfare ‘and Indian affairs 
departments. 
The letter, signed by G 


Graham Cummings of Ottawa 
for the acting director-general 
of medical services, Ottawa, 
was published Wednesday in 
The First Citizen, a Van- 
¢ ouver-based’ native-oriented 
bi-monthly newspaper. 

The letter, dated Oct. %, 
said the Indian mortality rate 
increased 8 per cent from 1965 
to 1968 


‘Increased mortality 
among young Indians since 
1965 has more than offset 


decreases in infant and child- 
hood mortality and’ increased 
the standardized Indian, death 
rate,"’ the letter said 


“If Indian infant mortality 
remains cause for concern at a 
rate of 2.5-times the national 
infant mortality rate, Indian 
mortality between the ages of 
20 to 39 years has. ranged 
from over three to-five-times 
the comparable national 
mortality rates.

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Far East Witnessing ‘Agonizing Death’ of Ideology

TAIPEI (WP) — This island 
redoubt of Chiang Kai-Shek's 
Chinese nationalist regime is 
a good spot to observe in 
microcosm a phenomenon that 
is taking place thoughout the 
far east. 

The phenomenon is_ the 
gradual, agonizing death of 
ideology and its replacement 
by a fresh drive for the 
material benefits’ ‘that the 
contemporary -world has to 
offer. 

In short, lofty doctrines and 
magic slogans and grandoise 
promises have, lost their 
appeal. Ingtead, Asians want 
air conditioners, television 
sets, refrigerators and motor- 
cycles .if, ‘not eutomobiles — 
and they Want them now. 

This shift in values has 
frequently _ocourred amid 
radical. and. violent convul- 
sions that swept away the old 
gods that failed, For in effect, 
these new aspirations are 
symptomatic of deep and 
sometimes traumatic social 
change.

Hollow as it may be, 
however, Chiang’s illusion 
contributes to the current 
stability and prosperity of this 
island. - Without it, several 
observers here contend, Tai- 
an could well face an explo- 
sion. 

What makes this situation 
potentially volatile is the 
presence here of two different 

populations, each with its 


distinct 
hopes. 
On the one hand, there are 
_1t million, Taiwanese, whose

hére from China in the 17th 
century.

week, one of the lowest weekly death 
tolls of the war. But the 1,049 
Americans wounded pushed - total 
U.S. battlefield casualties in the war 
past the 300,000-mark to 300,829, 


South Vietnamese casualty totals 
also were down last. week, with the 
government reporting 373 of its 
soldiers killed and 953 wounded. 


Headquarters said 2,177 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese were 
killed. The week before these death 
tolls were 567, government soldiers 
and 3,220 guerrillas killed,
